Big Submarine 


Rammed, Sunk 
By Coast Guard 


By The Associated Press. 

Dramatic new successes against 
U-boats in the Atlantic—by a U. 
S. Coast Guard cutter that ram- 
med and sank one sub and at- 
tacked five others, and by Allied 
escort vessels and aircraft of an- 
other convoy that destroyed at 
least three submarines—were dis- 
closed last night. 


These were apparently separate 
actions, one announced by Wash- 
ington, the other by London, with 
neither announcement referring to 
the other. 


Shelled and Rammed. 


The VU. S. Coast Guard cutter, 
the 2,000-ton Campbell, shelled, 
then rammed and sank a U-boat 
in a bitter, 12-hour runneng. fight 
with a wolf pack of submarines, 
the Navy announced. The Camp- 
bell also depth-bombed five sub- 
marines, perhaps damaging or 
sinking some, but these results 
were indeterminate, and none of 
these five subs was claimed as 
sunk, 

The Campbell’s action occurred 
in the North Atlantic about three 
weeks ago. The Campbell was 
damaged in the collision, with a

‘Use-as-You-Please’ 


Is Policy; Workers 
To Get Added Dole 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(AP)—The gasoline ration | 


for 


“A” bookholders in eastern states tonight was cut to 


approximately 1% gallons a week effective March. 22, but 
they can use it as they please—the ban on pleasure driving 


is out effective on that date. 


Announcing the reduction frome¢ 
'the present ration of about three 


gallons a week, the Office of Price 
Administration said those with 
“A” books who drive to work 
would be allowed supplemental 
gasoline under revised regulations 
to be *announced in a few days. 
OPA once estimated 40 per cent 
of industrial workers who motor 
to their jobs hold only “A” books, 
so it appeared there is a big job 
ahead in issiling the additional ra- 
tions. | > 

The cut was effected by extend- 
ing the time in which period 5 
coupons, good March 22, are to be 
used. The driver must make them 
last for four months, whereas 
heretofore each coupon period has 
been two months. 

The value of “B,” “C” and other 
supplemental ration coupons was 
not affected by the order. 

The action, which will probably 


have a more severe effect on the 


ordinary motorist than the pleas- 


ure motoring prohibition itself, 
was taken after Petroleum Ad- 
ministrator Harold L. Ickes had 
certified that only 333,000 barrels 
of gasoline daily could be made 
available for east coast civilian 
and industrial use during April. 

The halving of the basic ration 
applies only in the east coast area 
v.uere the “A” ration books have 
had a three-gallon value, as com- 
pared with four gallons in the rest 
of the:country. The value of each 
individual eastern coupon is une 
changed—that is, it remains at 
three gallons—but the doubling of 
the period of validity has the same 
effect as a cut in coupon value to 
one and one-half gallons.

Seventy-two others who failed 
to show “by their work and atti- 
tude that they are with us in the 
gigantic job we are doing here” 
also have been discharged in the 
last week, Martin said in a writ 
ten statement. 


To Stamp It Out. ' 


“We are determined,” Martin 
declared, “‘to do everything in our 
power to stamp out unexplained 
absenteeism. Our thousands of 
people here are working to get 
bombers to their sons, brothers, 
fathers, husbands and friends in 
the fighting forces. 

“We cannot tolerate continued 
association with those who do not 
have their hearts in the task. 

“In line with this attitude, 
which I feel is the attitude of 
practically all of our employes, 72 
other employes were discharged 
last week for cause.

Thousands of the faithful of- 
fered prayers in Westminster ca- 
thedral and in Catholic churches 
throughout England for the Cardi- 
nal Archbishop of Westminster to 
whom Naziism represented, in his 
own words, “the arch-enemy of 

mankind.” 

The Berlin radio said the news 


He reaffirmed his confidence in 
the ultimate victory of the United 
Nations over the foe in the Pacific. 

America’s ranking field general 
voiced grateful appreciation to the

The Eighth Annual Garden 
school, sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Georgia and the Garden 
Club of Georgia and this year 
dedicated to victory gardens, is 
now on its way to Augusta after 
an all-day session in Atlanta’s Er- 
langer theater yesterday. 

Some 200-odd Atlanta women 
attended the classes yesterday, pad 
and pencil in hand, to get some 
words from the agriculture-wise 
on conversion from the can. open- 
er to the trowel and rake.

A. Bowden, of the Department of 
Horticulture, directed the school, 
aided and abetted by nine speak- 
ers, each of whom is tops in his 
or her field. 

Victory Gardens. 

“Victory Gardens in the Food 
for Victory Program” was the 
opener on the program, delivered 
by Miss Lurline Collier, who 
pointed out that “nutrition is of 
more concern to more people than 
any other phase of the war ef- 
fort.” She backed up this state- 
men with the facts that food has 
the same shipping priorities as 
panes, tanks and ammunition; 
that physical examinations for se- 
lective service have brought to 
light the dangers of nutritional de- 
ficiencies; that malnutrition is one 
of the major problems of public 
health, 

Following up Miss Collier’s gen- 
eral statement of the need for vic- 
tory gardens, the experts got 
down to cases: Bowden explained 
just what types of fertilizers 
should be used on Georgia’s red 
clay; Elmo Ragsdale went into 
the problems of cultivation and 
irrigations; Donald Hastings, .of 
Hastings Seed Company, Atlanta, 
tcld about pest control, and R. ia 
Keener gave pertinent facts an 
planting the proper foods to 
achieve a well-balanced diet. _

sity, presented the case for herb 
gardens such as grandma used to 
have.

Since coffee coupon No. 25 expires on March 21, she should use 
the coffee stamps in the boys’ books before then, but leave their 
No. 26 for them to use wherever they are going. Sugar coupon 
No. 12 just became valid last week, and must last until May 31, 
so it would hardly be fair for her to use it. Food stamps should be

Institutions which have certificates for purchasing 
rationed foods are not supposed to tear any stamps from the books 
of people who eat at these places.

The board of directors of the 
Child Welfare Association met re- 
cently with Robert S. Sams pre- 
siding in the absence of the presi- 


dent, Mrs. John Rutland. 

Mrs. Daniel MacDougald, chair- 
man, Mrs. James Ragan and Mrs. 
Harrison Hines gave reports on the 
gifts to the memorial fund, the tri- 
bute paid to the memory of friends 
and relatives. Mrs. Turner Jones, 
chairman, Mrs. Bickerton Card- 
well and Mrs. James Ragan re- 
ported for the committee in charge 
of the luncheon planned for March 
30 in honor of Miss Sybil Foster, 
now doing special work with Con- 
nie Maxwell Orphange in South 
Carolina. Miss Foster, who di- 
rected the work of the national 
committee for refugee children, in 
placing evacuated British children 
in American homes, will speak on 
the needs of children in war time.

The board heard reports of the 
work of the Social Planning Coun- 
cil, showing great need for ade- 
quate recreation in Atlanta, the 
crisis precipitated by the with- 
drawal of the WPA recreation 
funds.

our own men, wounded on the field of battle, 
is an ample supply of such necessities as the 
bandages and surgical dressings the Atlanta 
Red Cross is called upon to supply. 

This call for volunteer workers presents op- 
portunity that Atlanta women, with hours to 
spare, will be not slow in accepting.

What of Hitler? 

The various rumors concerning the physical 
and mental condition of the man Schickel- 
gruber make interesting reading. But how,se- 
riously they should be taken is questionable.

Natioris’ troops march into Berlin, when the‘ 
Axis enemies have been beaten on the field

Reduced Absenteeism 
Officials of war industries in the Brunswick 
area state that the evil of absenteeism among 
their workers has been satisfactorily reduced 
as a result of health programs carried into the 
homes by nurses acting as welfare workers. 
Suggestions as to the best means of combat- 
ting minor ailments by home treatment have 
been effective, it is said, in cutting the days 
away from work due to this cause. 
Undoubtedly some absenteeism is due 
failure by workers to fully realize the important 
part they are called on to play in the national 
war program. In fact, at the same Brunswick 
meeting at which the above results were noted, 
“an adult variation of ‘hookey’” was listed as 
one of the three main reasons for the evil. 
However, much absenteeism cannot properly 
be blamed upon the workers. LUlness, even if 
not serious, induces many to remain at home, 
seeking cure, for a day or two. Also, with both 
men and women employed in war industries, 
many families as well as individuals feel it is 
necessary to devote an occasional day to work 


to 


“ around the home which cannot, in reason, be 


done, entirely, in after work hours. 

The success of the Brunswick method holds 
suggestion for other areas and other plants 
troubled with serious absenteeism. If authori- 
ties will, tactfully, help workers overcome work 
hindrances for which they can not be held 
culpable, undoubtedly there will be, too, a les- 
sening of that type of indifference which 
results in “playing hookey” absenteeism.

For Better Voting 


The bill providing for Atlania city elections 


‘on off years, or years when state and national 


elections are not held, has passed the house 
of representatives and now awaits action by the 
State senate. 

As passed by the house, the bill was amend- 
ec. so that six heads of city departments shall 
continue to be elected by the voters instead of 
by city council. Otherwise it was unchanged. 

The object of the measure is to effect better 
understanding, on the part of the voters, of 
the issues and personalities involved in city 
elections. Its proponents argue that, when 
city elections are held concurrent with state 
and national voting, the local issues and can- 
didates are apt to be forgotten or confused 
because of the other campaigns holding the 
chief interest of the voters. 

By extending the terms of present 
cumbents, including the mayor and department 
heads, members of council, of the city school 
board, of the city democratic executive com- 
mittee and of the city attorney, future city 
elections will be held in odd-number years. 
Thus, instead of the next election coming in 
1944, it will not take place until 1945. 

The proposal has much to recommend it. 
It is undoubtedly true that the present system 
tends to confuse the voters and, inevitably, to 
leave them insufficiently informed on both 
candidates and issues im many races. 

The plan is, in any event, worth a trial.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 


FINANCING .THE WAR WASHINGTON, March 17.—Against 
the Eccles .school of thought, which 


holds that the government should p.y as much of the war costs 
as possible as we go along, another viewpoint is coming to the fore- 
front in Washington with a far more liberal policy on war financing. 

Currently the government is financing about 
one-third of the war expenditures through tax- 
ation. It is proposed to increase this to one- 
half through new levies which congress has 
been called upon to pass this session. 

Thus, the total tax bill which the nation 
will be required to meet next year will be 
approximately 50 billion dollars, as contrasted 
with our normal peacetime requirements of less 
than 10 billion dollars. 

To raise a larger part of the 100 billion 
dollars which the government plans to spend 
in 1943, Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the 
Federal Reserve Board, has suggested a 30 per 
cent withholding tax on all income over tax 
exemptions as a means of bringing United 
States levies up to those imposed by Great 
Britain and Canada. 

That would impose a heavy burden on our 

7 * national economy, particularly as applied to 
those people of fixed incomes,who are met by the two depressing 
factors of increased taxes, on the one hand, and rising costs of 
living, on the other. 

The aim of the Eccles heavy tax advocates is twofold. First, 
to take as much money out of circulation, through taxation, as 
possible as a means of removing threats of inflation. And, second, 
the more idealistic scheme of relieving future generations of as 
much of the war debt as we can. 


ANOTHER POLICY Those who are thinking in terms of a 


more liberal tax policy say the way is 
open for us to accomplish the same results as regards inflation and 
at the same time provide the country with a cushion for the in- 
evitable postwar period of readjustment.. When the war ends, 
millions of workers are going to be thrown out of employment by 
the cancellation of war contracts. Other millions of our soldiers 
will be returning in quest of jobs. 

As a method of cushioning this transition period and meeting 
the war costs, it is proposed that we adopt, with variations, a fiscal 
policy which the British, after a long period of costly wars, found 
necessary to employ in financing an enormous national debt. 


BRITISH CONSOLS Prior to and immediately following the 


Napoleonic wars, which imposed a heavy 
burden on the national, treasury, the British consolidated the na- 
tion’s debts under a new issue of low interest-bearing bonds. The 
bonds, paying only 2% per cent, were issued in perpetuity, or re- 
deemable at the will of the government, with no set maturity date. 
They came in time to be known as consols, an abbreviation of the 
word consolidated. 

Why not frmmance the war on the British porpetuity bond idea? 
Through that method we could finance a national debt of 200 
billion dollars. at a cost of no more than five billion dollars a year, 
reflected in interest charges of 2 or 2% per cent. 

The present high rates of taxes could be continued for the 
duration as a means of preventing inflation. But instead of the 
government keeping all—or practically all—of the current receipts, 
turn over to the taxpayers, in the form of these perpetuity bonds, 
two-thirds or more of the money they are now required to pay in 
extra war taxes, 


REDEEMABLE AFTER WAR The bonds thus given to the 


taxpayers would not have any 
redeemable value until after the war. They would provide a nest 
egg for tiding the people over during the crucial transition period 
to come: 

More important, perhaps, every taxpayer in the nation would 
be given a tangible stake in the huge war debt we are certain to 
end up with. That would make the rank and file of the people less 
susceptible to the agitation which may come from some future 
demagogue for repudiation of the national debt. 

The wider distribution of the debt among the people, the less 
chance there would bé for its liquidation other than through ortho- 
dox methods. 


200 BILLIONS IN DEBT Most authorities agree that we are 
likely to end up the war with a 


national debt of at least 200 billions. How we are going to finance 
it without repudiation is a question that has troubled the minds 
of many of our economists. 

- The British perpetuity-bond idea would seem to offer a simple 
solution. Annual carrying charges on a 200-billion-dollar debt 
would be no more than the expenditure involved in one of the first- 
class WPA projects under the early days of the New Deal. If 
another five billion dollars were added for amortization, we would 
be able to liquidate the entire indebtedness in 40 years. 

That would represent a tax burden of only $10,000,000,000 over 
and above the normal peacetime requirements, contrasted with the 
40 billion dollars it is now proposed that we pay. 


PAY MORE CHEERFULLY Redistribution of this added war 

tax burden to the taxpdyers in 
the form of perpetuity bonds would give the public a greater par- 
ticipation in the increased earnings of the country. The taxpayer 
would pay more cheerfully. 

There is no reason why the principle should not be applied to 
corporations as well as individuals, with some limitation against 
using the tax rebates for distribution among stockholders. It could 
be stipulated ‘that the corporations would be permitted to use the 
bonds only in building up reserves to take them over the transition 
from a war to a peace economy.

If the Fighting Is Prolonged an 


Hour, Many Will Die Who 
Might Have Lived 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


To little people, right @nd wrong are as clearly defined as black 
and white, and the unnecessary slaughter of men is always wrong. 
They are horrified when great and powerful men, for reasons of 
policy, deliberately sacrifice soldiers who could be saved. 

That bloody business at Casablanca was a typical example. 

The French officers knew we were there as friends, for tre 
eventual liberation of their country. Yet they ordered their men to 
fight, and they did fight bravely and well until killed or overcome, 
Hundreds of our men were killed and many more crippled for life. 

Then the French met our men with smiles and offered their 
bloody hands in friendship. They are comrades now, fighting at 
our side. They fought us only to satisfy the “honor” of their leaders. 

An equally wanton slaughter was that on the morning of No- 
vember 11, 1918. All of our high officers .and the high officers of 
our Allies knew the war would end at 11 o’clock. The German 
high command knew it, also. 

Yet at daybreak the guns roared as usual, and our men went 
forward in the face of machinegun and rifle fire as though the war 
had yet to be won. Over two thousand of our men fell that morn- 
ing before the magic stroke of 11 brought suddead and incredible 
silence. : 

What was accomplished by that sacrifice? What was the good 
of it? Every man who died that morning could have been saved. 
Their blood is on the heads of those officials who needlessly pro- 
longed the fighting. 

Little people know this is true, and feel bitter about it. They 
see no excuse for such heartlessness. 

But now, if all reports are true, it is the little people who are 
deliberately prolonging the fighting and dooming thousands of our 
boys to die without reason. : 

Some of them say: “Why try to do it all at once? Why endure 
such privations to win this year when we can take it easy and win 
next year?” 

Others strike and hold up vital war production. Perhaps they 
have a grievance. They see other workers getting twice as much 
pay fer no more important work merely because they have stronger 
unions. But can any grievance justify betrayal of the boys who are 
fighting and dying for us? 

Anything we do to delay production—every hour we waste in 
idleness—every failure to do our utmost and every selfish, chiseling 
act that hinders our war effort will prolong the fighting a month, 
a day, an hour, a second. And in that last fraction of a second, 
some boy will die who might have lived. 

We who fail will be as guilty as though we had fired the bullet

WASHINGTON, March 17.—(/) 
Spokesmen for the nation’s live- 
stock producing industry voiced 
sharp opposition today to an OPA 
proposal to place ceilings on prices 
of live hogs and other livestock, 
asserting such action would dis- 
courage production and cause an 
acute shortage of meats. 

Many speakers from midwestern 
producing regions declared that 
reports that the OPA was contem- 
plating ceilings had caused prices 
to drop. Because of the uncertainty 
of future prices and production 
costs, many farmers, the speakers 
said, have in recent days sold 
many sows which otherwise would 
have been held for increasing pro- 
duction. 

The industry’s position was pre- 
sented at a hearing called by the 
Office of Price Administration, 
which was attended by more than 
100 representatives of livestock or- 
ganizations, individual farmers, 
and members of congress from 
farm states. 

J. K. Galbraith, deputy OPA ad- 
ministrator, told the meeting that 


impose ceilings on live meat ani- 
mals as a method of stabilizing 
living costs and of preventing in- 
flation. 

He did not indicate at what lev- 
el ceilings might be set on hogs, 
but various possible prices have 
been mentioned in government dis- 
cussions. They range from $13.50 
to $15.00 per hundred pounds. 
Hogs have reached the $16 level 
in recent weeks. 

P. O. Wilson, of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the National Livestock 
Marketing Association, and chair- 
man of the livestock groups ap- 
pearing at the hearing, said the 
livestock industry was “unani- 
mously opposed” to ceilings. 

“Farmers and _ livestock pro- 
ducers are opposed to inflation,” 
Wilson said. “But they do not be- 
lieve present farm prices can be 
called inflationary when com- 
pared with industrial prices and 
industrial wage rates.

Lamont Named 


Head ofMorgan

Banking Firm 

NEW YORK, March 17.—)— 
Internationally-minded Thomas W. 
Lamont, hand-picked in 1911 by 
the founder of J. P. Morgan & 
Co., Inc., to become a partner in 
the famous banking firm, today 
was elected its chief. 


The urbane 72-year-old banker 
was elected chairman of the board 
to succeed the founder’s son, the 
late J. P. Morgan, who died last 
Saturday in Florida. He had been 
long regarded as the “senior 
statesman” on Morgan policy and 
confidante of successive titular 
heads of the “House of Morgan.” 

The election occurred at a reg- 
ular meeting of the directors who 
also chose R. C. Leffingwell as 
chairman of the executive com- 
mittee. 

Lamont, the son of a modest- 
paid Methodist minister of Clav- 
erack, N. Y., helped round out 
his expenses at Harvard by act- 
ing as correspondent for Boston 
and New York newspapers. After . 
his graduation in 1892, he served 
for-two years as a reporter on 
the old New York Tribune. 

He then entered the importing 
and exporting business, remaining 
there until he was picked by the 
late Henry P. Davison to become 
secretary and treasurer of the 
Bankers Trust Company in 1903. 

Following Davison into the 
Morgan firm, Lamont employed 
his knowledge of foreign trade, 
and with the outbreak of the first 
World War, entered into impor- 
tant negotiations for huge ed 
loans. Later he advised the 
Treasury on Liberty loan drives 
and sat in as financial advisor for 
the American commission to ne- 
gotiate peace. 

His brilliance and personal 
charm soon pushed him forward as 
a spokesman for the Morgan firm 
on those rare occasions when a 
public statement was issued. 

For several years, it was gener- 
ally understood in Wall Street 
that when a major financial en- 
terprise was launched by the Mor- 
gan company, the final nod was 
given by the approval of J. P.
